Single tax quiet till the other 
party could get in their fine work 
is matter for quiet thinking; 
however, it transpired that the 
Act suddenly came into force ear- 
ly this year with the consequence 


that it hes upset the whole finan- 


cial working of the smaller towns 
und cities in the Province. In 
tactit has done more than that. 
It will set them back for some 
time to come till they can sce a 
Way to readjust their affairs to 
suit the new conditions that have 
arisen because they will object to 
striking a tax rate of from 8 to 10 
per cent. on land, as some of them 
have had to do this year, the 
effect of which will be to stop all 
improvements because they will 
only strike a rate that will coyer 
their present indebtedness, which 
in some cases is pretty high. 
Another oversight in the new 
Act that one would have thought 
should have been apparent when 
It Was passed is that a man comes 
intoa town and rents an empty 
store for a general grocery or dry 
goods or a good many other busi- 
nesses, he is exempt from all tax- 
ation or business license whatever, 
while a working man who owns a 
small lot but has nothing only his 
weekly wage to depend on, has 
to pay taxes on this lot to make 
improvements so that the other 
fellow can do business. If the 
Rural Municipalities Act is as 
loosely drawn up as the Town 
Act then we do not wonder thatit 
is not meeting with the success it 
might otherwise do.

Canadians inthe extreme east of 
Canada have little realization of the 
trade ports like Victoria do with the 
yellow men of Japan and China. Silk 
and tea comprise a considerable por- 
tion of the cargoes which come to 
Canada across the Pacific. Recently 
several ships arrived at Victoria with 
cargoes so rich that they reminded 
one forcibly of the galleons and treas. 
ures of Spain in its y. 

For instance one of these boats, the 
Titan, had 3,000 bales of silk in her 
strongroom: worth $1,500,000. An- 
other large boat had $1, 350,000 worth 
of silk on board. The Titan, in ad- 
dition to consignments of silk, had 
stored 19.406 cases of tea for consum- 
ers of that heverage on the Pacific 
coast.

A Good Plan 


Agricultural communities will be 
established on government and rail: 
road lands in Alberta and neighboring 
provinces in western Canada and set- 
tled by young men and boys from 
England, if the plan, formulated by 
the educational committee of the Lon- 
don county council, is adopted. ‘I'his 
is to be supplementary to the immi- 
gration work carried on in the old 
country by the Dominion government 
and the provinces. 

W. Harbord, a member of the Lon- 
don county council and senior mem- 
ber of the various teachers’ organiza- 
tions of Great Britain, who is touring 
Canada on behalf of the first named 
body to report upon educational con- 
ditions in the seven provinces, pur- 
poses forming an organization com- 
posed of prominent educators and 
public men of England and Canada, 
which will select graduates of the 
common and grammar schools in Eng- 
land to hecomé settlers in western 
Canada. The older boys are to re- 
ceive a six weeks’ course of training in 
established agricultural schools in 
England and settled in communities 
of 20 on large tracts of land.

The instructors will give at- 
tention to diversified farming, includ- 
ing dairying and live stock and poul- 
try growing. 

The chief work of the organization 
in England will be selecting’suitable 
boys, who cun be depended upon to 
carry through what they undertake. 
They will be for the most part sons of 
professionel men in London and other 
large centers of population, 

The younger boys will be chosen 
from among those who have not left 
school more than six months prior, as 
it has heen observed that boys de. 
teriorate rapidly in the city after leav- 
ing school, The boys will be brought 
to Canada itnmediately and placed in 
schools, to be created by the organiza- 
tion, where they will receive instruc. 
tion in agriculture and horticulture, 
as well as in the various trades, in ad- 
dition to the regular grammar school 
curriculum. 

Mr. Harbord has been assured of 
support in influential circles in the old 
country, and says he has already 
gained the approval of Hon. Geo, E. 
Foster and other prominent citizens of 
the Dominion. He has also presented 
a memorandum to Hon. Robert Ro- 
gers, minister of the interior, of his 
plan for the settlement in western 
Canada of graduates of British sec- 
ondary schools. While in the west 
Mr. Harbold will study the country 
and observe conditions that might re- 
quire the modification of his present 
plan.
